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On September 21, 1910, FBI Director J. Edgor Hoover 
Utued a etatemeni to the United Free* International in the 
form of an "Open Letter to College Studente" On the tome 
day. Rep. Samuel L. Devine (Ohio Republican) read the 
text of Hoover'* etatemeni into the CongreMional Record. 
More eignijicantly. The New York Time* reported on 
September 28, 1970, that Freeident Nixon had eent the 
tetter out with an accompanying cover-letter over hk own 
eignature to 900 college and unioereity preiidenk. The text 
which appear* below i* taken from the text interted into 
the September 21 Congretsion^ Record by Rep. Devine. 


OPEN LETTER TO COLLEGE STUDENTS 
(By J. Edgar Hoover, Director, 

Federal Bureau of lovcstigation) 

(NOTE — lo Bm CoUowing Open Letter To CoUeffe Shideote, 
FBI Zhrcctor J. Edgar Hoover pinpoinU eight ploya ueed by 
radical cxtremlata in their efforts to steer jtist^Ue 
protest Into violent and destructive cbanaeU. ) 

As a 1970 college student, you belong lo the best educated, 
most sophisticated, most poised generation in our history. 

The vast mgjority of you, I am oonvineed, sincerely leva 
America and want to make It a better country. 

You do have ideas of your own— and that's good. You 
ase things wrong in our society which we adults perhaps have 
minimized or overlooked. You arc outspoken aod frauk and 
bate hypocrisy. That is good too. 

There’s no'Jting wrong with student dissent or student ds- 
maitda for changes in society or the display of student 
Iriness over aspects of our national policy. Student opioioa la 
a te^tiroate aspect of public opinion in our society. ’ - 
But there is real ground for concern about the extrtmlBia 
srhlcb ied to violence, lawlessness, and disrespect for the righto 
of others on many college campuses during the past year. 

The exucmiito are a small minority of students and bcuity 
members who have lost faith in America. They ridicule ±e 
Sag, poke fon at American institutions, seek tc destroy uur 
sociriy. Thej^are not Interested in genuine reform. They take 
advantage of the tensions, strife, and often legitimate frustr^ 
dons of students to promote campus chaos. They have no 
rationaL intcUigent plan of dte foturc cither for the ar«vcrsily 
or the Nation.

SDSers, for examine, have sought to disrupt 
the colleges by demanding the right to select professors, deter- 
mine the curriculum, and set grading standards. 

S. They'll ask you to abandon your basic common sense. 
Campus extremism thrives on specious generalizations, arlld 
I'accusations, and unverified allegations. Complex issues of 
"state are wrapped in slogans and diches. Dogmatic statements 
me Issued as if they were the final truth. You should carefully 
amine the facts. Don't blindly follow courses of action sug- 
^ipsted by extremists. Don't get involved in a cause Just be- 
use it seems *fashiunabi^ or the 'thittg to do.* Rational 
-dbeuaaion and rational analysis are needed more than ever 
jre. 

4. They'll try to envelop you in a mood of negativism, 
pesaimlsm, and abenation toward yourself, your school, your 

tfo& This is one of the most insidious New Led poisons, 
and its allies Judge America exdusively from its flaws. 
They aee nothing good, positive, and constructive This leads 
a philosophy of binemest, defeatism, and rancor.

Along wilh millions of other adults. I'm betting on the vad 
majority of dudents arbo remain faiitninded, tolerant, tnqulsi- 
tivc, hut alto firm about certain bosk prindples of human 
dignity, respect for the rights of others, and a witUngness to 
team. I am confident our faith has not been midilaccd. 


Hoover's letter represents a serious attack on student 
rights. While some people may excuse It as Just anofoer 
amear attack by an i^ing cop who makes a habtt of audi 
witeh-hunting pronouncements, actuaOy it is a dangerous 
challenge that must be mri and repudiated by the entire 
student movement Hoover's letter Is one component of 
n generalized assault being launched by the Nixon admln- 
Istralion on the basic democratic rights and dvD Ifoeriles 
of students. Nixon is launching his assault this fall la an 
attempt to roll back the gains won in the sbjdent strike 
of May 1970 and to silence the growing student oppositton 
to his pblicies. This becomes clear when the letter is viewed 
together with several other developments. 

First, Nixon personally sent this letter out with a cover 
letter of his own to 900 college and university presidents. 
Second, Nixon's lieutensnts, attorney-general Mitcfaeil and 
Vice President Agnew, have both attacked the report by 
the Scranton Commission on campus unresL Third, we 
should take account of the FBI's request for appropria- 
tions to send 1,000 FBI agents onto the campuses fhfe 
fail. Fourth, the Internal Revenue Service has issued a new 
set td 'politicai 'guidelines’ for sdioois to follow In order 
to maintain their tax-exempt status; at such campuses as 
Northeastern, Columbia, Yale, Kent State, the Unh'crsity 
of Washington and New York University, these guidcUnes 
have already served as a basis for the promulgation of 
new restrictions on the political rights of students, taduding 
prior censorship of college oewspapers. 

Last May we all gained a new sense of our oam power 
in constructing the new forms ofstruggle— mass meetings 
and atrike committees — with arhiefa we transformed the 
universities into antiwar universities, that is, testrumciili 
for mobilizing other sections of die population In uidled 
mass action against the war in Indochina. This fad Nfattim 
is chaUenging the right of students to continue orgaidxibg 
the majority of Americans orho oppose the war inra aafll^ 
antiwar actions. We must respond to Nixon's cnaOenge 
with the same kind of unity and energy we domonalratad 
fai responding to die invasion of Cambodia and the mur- 
ders In Kent, Jadcson and Augusta. Hoover's kner Is an 
attempt to amear die student movement aud thus JuaiHy 
m crackdown on student rights and liberties.

Finally, the YSA wants to respond U> Nbttm's iwi 
Hoover's witch-hunting smear of our organfacaflM Ilf 
name, and to their attempt to discredit our Ideas M jfitlli. 
of their broader campaign to discredit the entire 
radicalizatlon. 

The YSA is a revoluUonary socialist youth orgaiduf 
whose purpose is the building of a revolutionary move- 
ment which can lead the working people in die transforma- 
tion of society and the construction of socialism. We base 
our program on the princii^es of Marxism and on the 
traditions of the American people represented by flgurm 
like Sam Adams, Frederick Douglass, Sojurner Trudi, 
Eugene Debs and Malcolm X.

Today the YSA is one of the major national organiza- 
tions actlvdy building the Student Mobilization Conunlltea' 
to End the War in Vietnam and ibe National reace Aefloa - 
Coalition. 

Another fador in blunting the thrust of 1950s anft-edns- 
muiiism has been the resurgence of the RSack stiuggS^ di« 
grovrth of Black nationalism and the uprjrge of catidusitet 
conscious n|ss and militancy among other oppre*std na- 
tional minorities, such as Puerto Ricans, Chicanos acJ 
Native Americans.

Learning as units 

kyB-J. Njrstroin 

Our University is so absorbed with credentials that learning is 
obscured and nearly lost. Our system of academic bookkeeping 
places a premium on the accumulation of units and hours. 

A Student Ls supposedly liberally educated when he has put in 
four years, 124 hours or when he hu so many units of this and so 
many units of that. 

It does not matter what past cxp^ience or level of com- 
prehension the student brings to the University. If he has not had 
the formal quantitative credentials, he must put in his time. Un- 
dergraduate education is then reduced to exercises in how to 
develop metliods of avoiding requirements. 

The student's educational progress is measured in terms of time 
served in the formal classroom. Excellence in the classroom is 
measured in terms of the quality of teaching rather than the quality 
of learning. 

In fairing and promoting faculty, the University places a 
premium on forma) credentials. Thus the faculty reward system 
favors research to the neglect of teaching. This has led to a certain 
woodennes or artificiality; a boredom tot the student who if he 
receives an education, does so in spite of the academic system. 

Our society reinforces the cr^cntialling university. Going to 
college has bwome a kind of birthright for the wrong reason. 

_ Young people from the lush, green ghetto of suburbia are denied 
iccess to all but the most menial jobs — without college creden- 
tials. Credentials do not make the man or woman nor status the 
University, Formal knowledge is soon oboblete. 

The physician, lawyer, accountant and mgineer all need con- 
stant updating in (heir fields. • 

Far too long a college education has been thought of as a series of 
buildings made up of courses and units — of time put in. Education 
ihould be a lifelong process and there is nothing sacred about two 
yean, four years, or eight years. 

What ia important is achievement of knowledge, insight and 
skills. Achievement of skills Ui order to bring about personal 
self renewal. 

To accomplish this we must substitute the learning university for 
the eredentialling university. The learning university will keep the 
goal of self-renewal in sharp focus. 

It will encourage the curious student and not Just the dutiful; 
reward the exploring student rather than those who memorize. It 
will place emphasis on the needs of students and down-grade so- 
callfd faculty perogatives and institutional status. The learning 
aniversity will prevent the powerful craft guild of professors from 
monopolizing the leaching process. 

The learning university will welcome into (he teaching ranks 
anyone whose experience will lend breadth and maturity to the 
learning process. By the same token it will discard the notion that 
“higher education” is an uninterrupted faur-year diet of formal 
classes for upper-middie-class white youth betweofthe ages of It 
and 24. 

Is the teaming university an impwihle utopia? I think not. At 
last count there were t4 ioarung univeraties in the United Stales. 
Shidcnts have created an emhiyti of this ideal hue on eampus ft's 
called the Experinieotal College. .

“After addressing myself to a general dlscusston of homosexuality, 1 arlll 

" I; a few of the problems educators may face in dealing with homosexual students. I 
^ ’ will confine my discussion mainly to male homosexuality, because almost all of 
my research and clinical experience has been with homosexual men. 
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A serious study of homosexuals will quIcMy dispel 
the following common misconceptions: All homo- 
sexual men are effeminate; all homosexual %vomen are 
very masculine; both can be recognized — cither at 
Irst glance or after getting to know them. Not so. It*s 
very common for a person to be completely startled 
by the discovery that a close friend or family member 
is hmnosexual. 

Another stereotjrpe is that homosexual men are es- 
pecially fond of sexual relations with children, hang 
around schoolyards, and seduce little boys. The fact 
is that the average adult homosexual has no more 
interest in sexual contact with children than does 
the average heterosexual. There is a premium on 
youth in the gay world, but this is also true in the 
. straight world: The late teens and twenties are 
considered the years of greatest attractiveness. (Do 
y«m ever see women in their forties featured in the 
centerfold of Playboy?) 

Along with the stereotype that homosexuals are 
fond, of sexual relations with Children is an analogous 
one — that homosexuals are unusually prone to'vio- 
fence. Statistical studies of sexual crimes indicate 
that this is simply false. 

Another, more complex stereotype is that homo- 
sexuals are necessarily unhappy. Of this, two things 
must be said. First, many homosexuals lead com- 
foHable, productive lives. Many settle down to a 
dyadic relationship with another member of the same 
sex. Homosexuals are to be found in all socio- 
economic, racial, and religious groups, and many, 
hold positions of eminence-and great responsibility in., 
business, govemmemt, and the professions. Nonethe: . 
less, because our present society makes it difficult for 
homosexuals to be happy, many of them arc not. 

Many of the phenoniena of gay life are understand- 
able if we look' upon homosexuals as an oppressed 
miiK>rity group. Many homosexuals are prcotx'upied ' 
with being homosexual; some engage in protective 
clowning: some identify with the dominant group and ■' 
attack their own group; some will develop ckwc ties ' 
only with other hmnosexuals. All these characteristics 
are typical of groups that have been victim)^ by 
a hostile majorit)' culture and can be found In blacks. 




Jews, and many other minority groups all over the 
' world and throughout recorded histoiy. 

Since so many homosexuals are made unhappy by- 
. social pressures, they are frequently found in psy- 
chiatric consulting rooms. Agreeing with Freud that 
sexual orientation can rarely be changed, many psy- 
chiatrists encourage the homosexual to make the 
‘ best possible adjustment to his situation, to throw 
off hU guilt, and to try to develop heMthy relation- 
ships, both personal and sexual, with other homo- 
sexuals. A few feel therapeutically more ambitious 
than Freud and claim that they can *cure’* homo- 
- sexuality. 

I have no doubt that some individuals, if really 
desperate to change, can be induced to giv*c up what 
they regard as their sinful ways and go straight. What 
I objeecto is the claim several of these psychiatrists 
have made (implicity or explicitly) that the mverage 
homosexual can be made heterosexual or that this 
procedure could solve homosexuality as a social prob- 
lem. In my opinion, such clainu would be as ter- 
fetched as suggesting that the way to solve the prob- 
lem of a Jewish state in the Middle East would be to 
convert all the Jews in Israel to the Islamic faith. 

My conviction is that we are going to have to 
accept homosexuality as a valid way of life and re- 
move the social and legal stigmas that are now at- 
tached to it. Unless we do so, the suffering wilt 
continue. I say this because my professional experi- 
oice and reading indicate that very few homosexuals 
have a real wish to change and because even if they 
did, most couldn’t be changed by any method known 
|6 modem science. Therefore, the best means— indeed 
the only means— of dealing with hontosexmdity as 
the serious problem it clearly is would seem to ba 
to dml with homosexuals in the same way that !|» 
should deal with other minority groups. 
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TUs brings us to the Interrelated questlona of ttw 
cause (w causes) of homosextulity and of whether 
it is a mental illness. A number of psychoanalysts 
advance a reasonably consistent themy that peydio-

Fsychbtriits who daim that ail homosexnab an 
sick presumably engage in a simple sampling error by 
assuming that their homosexual patients are represenl 
•Uve of tlie fumtoscxual community as a whole. They 
apparviilly forget that members of any group who go lu 
psychbtrists are there beca use they are troubled peie 
pfc rather than a random sampling of the geiicral 
pupublion. As these psychbtrisb hm never studied 
homosexuals not in treatment, they wergcneralbe 
i^out homo sexu a l ity on the basb of what they know 
about their' patienta. If they were to do thb whh 
members of a diifeient minority group, they would be 
hnmcdbtcly called to task that group’s "anti- 
defiunatioo committee.'* 

Ooly recently liave homosexuab begun to hdieve 
that they have, any civil rights. HoKe. they are slow 
to rcspimd to wf^ really amounu to an attack on 
their human dignity. However, auch respo ns e Iws 
started and will. 1 think. Increase In the days to oomc. 
Since the scientific evidence b actually against the 
Uhwss theory, it will hold sway Just so lung as thuae 
psychbuisu who propose it ate supported by a 
poitioo of the genc^ popubtioo who find it hard to 
believe that bomoscxualily b acceptable sexual be- 
havior.

Finally, I’d like to say somelhlng about a law paa- 
sibic problems that might amfront the educator iu 
dealing with homosexuals. It is essential here to make 
a distinelkm between the effeminate boy and the 
prelwmosexual buy, who are not necessarily the same. 
An clfeminate boy may or may not be prehomusexuaL 
He may develop into one of a cumber of sexual catO’ 
fories: He may become a heterosexual who abo hM • 
fetbh fw’ female dothing or he might even turn out to 
be ‘’normal.” 

Jt simply isn’t possible to describe here aH the 
pcrmulatkins and oumbinations of proble ms asaia 
cbtod with cros s gen d e r behavior in children (Ia. 
tomboyishness and sissiness). In thb regard, h ov re v u '. 
It b intetestiog tu note how much more toleiwt we 
are of tomboy girb than of sissy hoys. Thb may very 
wdi be a causative factor leading to the hig^ im 
ckhmee of mab than of femate homosexuality (about 
twice as imich). 

It’s hard (or a teacher to keep an effeminate boy*a 
peers from making him feel like a worthless hunM 
being, but if it can be done It should be. Certainlyt 
vriien grade school children show sigiu of aerioua. 
persbtent cross-gender bdtaviors. leacbeni 
refer them tu the appropriate sehuoi authoriUes lor 
pqrchulugieal evaluation. I want to emphastaw, horn- 
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ever, that most p rc h omoscxual studenu are not 
Identifiable ax such. They seem quite normal, and 
some prehomfiscxual hoys, are (contrary to stereo- : 
type) vety good at sports.,, 

When students hare passed puberty, the matter 
becomes more complex, and the older the child gets 
, the more I would question the value of a psychbtrtc 
referral (unlexs the student himself b iroubM by hb 
xltuatkmi. Frobably by the time senior high rolb 
around, sexual matters are settled for moat h omo- 
' aexual students. In the majority of eaxex, I bdicre that

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PROPOSED DEMONSTRATIONS DURING THE 
REPUBLICAN NATIONAL CONVENTION, 
AUGUST, 1972 


The December 17 - 24, 1971, issue of the “Berkeley 
Tribe", an underground newspaper published weekly in Berkeley^ 
California, contained an article entitled “San Diego *72" 
which stated in part that on October 3, 1971, a meeting between 
movement groups took place at the DOOR House in San Diego, 

California, to discuss what could be done to effectively show 
the world that the Republicans do not represent the American 
people and to evict Richard Nixon from the White House. 

The article stated that this meeting was followed by 
others which led to the form ction of the San Diego Convention 
Coalition, described in the article as: 

“Who Is The Coalition 

“The San Diego Convention Coalition seems to 
be the best hope for San Diego in *72 not to be a 
replay of Chicago *68. In Chicago there was no 
real leadership or planning •‘among local people. 

Almost all negotiations and publicity was handled 
by national leaders who relied; on a small segment 
of the radical community to handle the massive 
amounts of VN>rk involved in putting on demonstrations 
and the ill-fated Festival of Life. In direct 
contrast to that the coalition has developed into^. 
a broad based organi 2 ation with a local orientation. 

There has been room made for national figures on 
the steering committee, but the majority of people 
involved are from San Diego.

other community and social change organizations. 

■The Politics of the Coalition 

■One key area of discussion within the Coalition 
has been over the issue of tow to build a strong 
radical movement that cannot be absorbed or co-opted 
by the Democratic Party. Fears were voiced by many 
members that, because the coalition was focusing on 
the Repxiblican strategy and policies, this focus 
could be used by the Democratic Party to build their 
own base. Although the question has not been totally 
resolved in the minds of many people, the coalition 
emerged with four points that they felt will help 
prevent being absorbed or co-opted by the Democratic 
Party. 


■The four points that the coalition settled on 


are: 


■1) Building the broadest possible coalition 
to non-violent and openly oppose the Republican 
Party leadership. The coalition has agreed to and 
is making special efforts to include individuals and 
organizations representing ^ird torld people. 

Women, GI's and Veterans, wrking people, the 
unemployed, gay people, students, and alienated ■ 
youths . ^ 

■2) In the coalition and in all coalition 
projects, members have agreed to struggle against 
all forms of domination based on race, 8 ex 2 _ or 
class exploitation. 

■3) The coalition is working to establish 
contacts with groups throughout the United States: 
especially in the Western region. 

. . * 4 ) The members of the coalition have agreed 
to discuss and resolve all disagreements internally. 
No group in the coalition is bound to participate in 
the actions of the whole coalition, but ail have 
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agreed hot to publicly oppose the decisions of 
the coalition or participating groups. 

■The San Deigo Convention Coalition and 
allied groups are working together to build a 
strong organization. They believe that, with 
proper planning, the actions of the hundreds of 
thousands of people coining to San Diego during 
next August will be a powerful political force. 
This force will be directed into the national 
and local political arenas. 

•# 

■People from all over the country including 
national organizers are being recruited to 
organize around local and national issues, and 
to encourage people to come to San Diego. 

■National Goals 

■The San Diego Convention Coalition has 
proposed the following goals for action that 
will take place in San Diego during the GOP 
Convention: 

■1) To evict Nixon from the Presidency. 

■2) To make it 'cle^r'to all political 
parties that the people want.an immediate end 
to all aspects of the war in Indo-China. As 
an important part of this, the coalition is 
committed to exposing and stopping the 
escalating technological war in South-east Asia. 

■3) To expose and fight against the 
increasing restrictions placed upon the American 
people by the existing economic and political 
conditions. 

■ 4 ) TO mobilize a massive array of Americans 
’ united in their opposition to Mixon and the War, 
and in their determination to share in the 
political processes which shape their lives. The 
coalition wants to gather representatives from all 
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segattnts of America— >from labor unions, to 
alienated youths, to mothers for peace. 

*5) To accelerate the growth of 
political understanding in San Diego and to 
contribute to an increased a%^reness nationally. 

”6) To fight the feelings of defeatism and 
sense of powerlessness among the American people. 

"The Coalition is and will be %a>rking full 
time over the next eight months to make the 
implementation of their goals a reality. The' 
work has been divided into five major areas: 

*1. Communication and Education 

"The coalition wants to get the word out to 
many people as possible that they should come to 
San Diego if they're dissatisfied with Mixon. 
Communications will get more specific as the 
actual date of the actions approaches , culminating 
in August with details about where to stay, what 
form demonstrations will take, and how to be 
effectively non-violent. The education will be 
about current domestic and international 
administrative policies. The coalition is con- 
sidering using national teach-ins, local and 
national petitions, massive leaf letting, radio and 
TV spots, and speakers to carry its ideas to the 
people. 

"2. Recruitment and Organizing 

"The coalition envisions a massive 
organization of personnel and resources. 

"X. Providing Services 

"This area will involve the necessary 
logistical support for an operation of this size. 
This will include legal and medical teams lead by 
people experienced in dealing with massive actions 
The coalition networks for the large numbers of 
people expected in San Diego ne:0t summer.
